To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  County  Borough  of  Derby. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hulse  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  again  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  of  Derby  for  the  year  1918,  this  being  my  Eleventh  Annual 
Report  and  the  42nd  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The 
Report  has  been  again  abridged,  but  it  is  hoped  that  nothing  of 
importance  has  been  omitted. 

As  in  previous  years,  1 may  refer  on  the  one  hand  to  the  satis- 
factory features  of  the  records,  and  on  the  other  hand  to  the  unsatis- 
factory returns.  Amongst  the  satisfactory  features  may  be 
mentioned  : — 

(1) .  The  infantile  mortality  is  lower  than  in  the  year  1917  ; 
and  I would  refer  especially7  to  the  relative  mortality7  of  children 
who  were  fed  naturally  and  those  fed  artificially ; it  will  be 
seen  on  page  15  that  the  death-rate  among  artificially-fed  babies  is 
four  times  that  among  the  breast-fed  children. 

(2) .  There  is  no  increase  in  the  death-rate  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  but  a slight  diminution. 

(3) .  The  mortality  from  Enteric  Fever  and  Diarrhoea  is  very 
low  ; in  fact  there  is  a tendency  towards  disappearance  of  Enteric 
Fever  from  our  Borough,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  aftermath  of  the

war  will  not  increase  the  incidence  of  this  disease  ; at  any  rate, 
we  are  assured  that  there  will  be  no  recurrence  of  the  scandal,  which 
followed  the  Boer  War,  of  the  return  to  this  Country  of  Enteric 
Fever -infected  blankets. 

Among  the  unsatisfactory  features  of  the  statistics  may  be 
included  : — 

(1) .  The  increased  death-rate,  attributable  almost  entirely 
to  the  deaths  from  Influenza,  a disease  which  played  havoc  with 
the  peoples  of  practically  every  country  in  the  world.  Influenza 
caused  372  deaths  in  Derby,  a number  about  equal  to  the  total 
of  the  preceding  17  years. 

(2) .  The  birth-rate  is  very  low,  being  again  the  lowest  recorded. 

(3) .  The  illegitimate-rate  shews  an  increase,  being  equal  to 
over  five  per  cent,  of  the  total  births. 

(4) .  There  is  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
Cancer. 

As  regards  administrative  measures  introduced  or  increased 
during  the  year,  mention  must  be  made  especially  of  those  con- 
cerning Maternal  and  Child  Welfare.  A Municipal  Home  for 
Babies  was  established,  but  did  not  commence  work  until  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1919.  Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the 
establishment  of  a Home  for  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  children. 
Increased  attention  has  been  given  to  Expectant  Mothers,  and  the 
Ante-Natal  Clinics  established  have  been  well  attended. 
Attendances  at  the  various  Welcomes  have  increased  in  number  to 
such  an  extent  that  accommodation  at  the  Centres — especially 
Rose  Hill  Street  and  St.  Helen ’sStreet — were  found  to  be  inadequate, 
and  additional  meetings  have  had  to  be  arranged  at.  these  Centres. 
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The  appointment  of  Dr.  Mary  A.  Bird  to  supervise  the  Maternal 
and  Child  Welfare  work  may  be  mentioned,  and  no  doubt  her 
energy  and  enthusiasm  has  led  to  the  increased  developments  of 
this  work. 

Incidentally,  as  complementary  to  the  Child  Welfare  work  of 
the  Health  Department,  one  might  refer  to  the  establishment  of 
Nursery  Classes  at  the  Nuns  Street  School,  and  to  the  decision  of 
the  Education  Committee  to  establish  a Nursery  School  in  Wright 
Street.  It  is  expected  that  the  latter  will  be  ready  for  opening 
dra-ing  the  present  year. 

The  systematic  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  at  the  Derby- 
shire Royal  Infirmary  was  commenced  in  January  of  the  year,  and 
has  continued  throughout  the  year  with  increased  numbers 
attending  the  Clinics. 

With  regard  to  the  Sanatorium  treatment  of  Tuberculosis, 
the  erection  of  a new  Pavilion  on  the  site  adjacent  to  the  present 
Sanatorium  establishment,  was  commenced  during  the  year  under 
the  auspices  of  a Joint  Committee  constituted  by  the  Minister  of 
Pensions.  This  Pavilion  is  being  erected  and  equipped  without 
charge  to  the  Corporation. 

It  is  with  great  regret  I refer  to  the  deat  h of  Mr . G.  J.  Gleeson, 
Deputy  Chief  Clerk  in  the  Health  Department,  who  was  killed 

in  action  in  France  in  April,  1918.  While  deploring  the  death  of 
such  a capable  officer  as  Mr.  Gleeson,  we  have  to  congratulate 

ourselves  that  no  other  loss  of  life  in  war  was  experienced  in  respect 
of  any  other  officer  connected  with  the  Department. 

Among  the  manifold  requirements  of  the  future  in  connection 
with  the  public  health  of  the  town,  that  of  additional  housing 
accommodation  is  the  most  urgent,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  acute- 
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ness  of  the  need  of  houses  may  be  lessened  very  shortly,  as  new 
houses  are  now  in  course  of  erection  under  a comprehensive  Housing 
Scheme. 

With  regard  to  the  immediate  needs  of  the  Department,  I 
might  mention  the  fact  that  the  office  accommodation  for  the 
staff  is  totally  inadequate,  as  well  as  the  waiting-room  accommo- 
dation for  the  many  visitors  the  Health  Department  receives  in  the 
course  of  a day. 

Reference  is  made  in  the  body  of  the  Report  to  the  need  for 
increased  accommodation  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  and 
Sanatorium.  The  natural  demand  for  shorter  hours  and  increased 
holidays  by  the  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staffs  will  result  in  the  need 
of  more  accommodation  in  the  Administrative  Pavilions  of  these 
Institutions. 

The  Department  is  especially  indebted  to  the  many  voluntary 
helpers  who  have  assisted  at  Meetings  of  the  Mothers'  and  Babies’ 
Welcomes,  to  Miss  Longdon  and  the  Society  of  Friends,  for  a 
continued  use  of  their  Meeting  Room  in  St.  Helen’s  Street,  free  of 
charge.  I wish  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  medical,  inspec- 
torial, nursing  and  clerical  colleagues,  for  their  admirable,  and  often 
strenuous,  work  carried  out  during  the  year  : and  also  my  thanks 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  for  his  help  and  support 
and  to  every  Member  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  courtesy 
and  kind  consideration.

The  death-rate  amongst  the  breast-fed  children  is  39‘8  per  1,000 
births,  as  compared  with  158  0 per  1,000  among  those  hand-fed  and 
151  1 per  1,000  amongst  those  only  partly  breast-fed.  It  is  import- 
ant also  to  note  that  not  only  is  this  marked  difference  to  be  seen 
in  the  general  death-rate,  but  in  every  classification  there  is  the 
same  result,  the  death-rate  is  invariably  lower  among  the  breast-fed 
children . 
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(B)  MORTALITY  AT  OTHER  AGES. 

Age=period  1 — 5 (176  deaths). 

Infectious  diseases  were  responsible  for  a large  number  of  deaths. 
Influenza  causing  46  deaths,  Whooping  cough  16  deaths,  and 
Diphtheria  7.  Bronchitis  (22),  and  Pneumonia  (30).  were  likewise 
very  fatal  diseases.  Tuberculous  diseases  other  than  Pulmonary 
were  the  cause  of  19  deaths.  Two  deaths  occurred  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  in  this  age-period.  There  were  7 deaths  from  Violence 
(3  as  the  result  of  injury  at  birth,  2 found  drowned,  1 suffocation, 
1 shock  and  scalds). 

Age=period  5 — 15  (105  deaths). 

The  chief  contributing  causes  of  death  were  Influenza  41,  Pul- 
monary  Tuberculosis  8,  Pneumonia  6,  and  Diphtheria  4. 

Age=period  15 — 25  (108  deaths). 

Influenza  was  the  most  dangerous  ailment  ; 48  deaths  were 

assignable  to  that  cause.  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  second  in 
order  causing  22  deaths. 

Age=period  25 — 45  (325  deaths). 

Influenza  was  also  the  most  dangerous  disease  in  this  age-period, 
causing  130  deaths.  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  caused  46  deaths. 
Heart  Diseases  and  Pneumonia  caused  20  deaths  each. 

Age=period  45 — 65  (430  deaths). 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Influenza  65,  Cancer  60,  Heart 
Diseases  53,  Bronchitis  33,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  31.  and  Pneu- 
monia (all  forms)  27. 

Old  Age  (542  deaths). 

In  the  declining  years  of  life  Bronchitis  73,  Cancer  57,  Heart 
Diseases  45,  and  Influenza  37,  were  the  chief  causes  of  death. 

Influenza. — The  epidemic  of  Influenza  which  occurred  in  the 
fourth  quarter  of  the  year  and  caused  no  less  than  98,998  deaths  in 
England  and  Wales,  was  responsible  for  338  deaths  in  Derby  during 
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the  same  period.  The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was 
372.  The  following  Tables  give  particulars  of  deaths  occurring  in 
each  week  of  the  year,  also  particulars  in  age  and  sex  groups  It 
will  be  seen  that  while  no  ages  were  exempt,  the  highest  mortality 
was  between  the  ages  of  25  and  40

Amongst  the  precautions  adopted  may  be  mentioned  the  distri- 
bution of  a special  leaflet  giving  advice  on  the  prevention  and 
treatment  of  the  disease  ; also  the  enforcement  of  the  Public 
Health  (Influenza)  Regulations,  191 8.  These  provided  that  : 

“ (1 ) Where  the  public  are  admitted  to  a place  of  public  enter- 
tainment, the  entertainment  there  shall  not  be  carried  on 
for  more  than  three  hours  consecutively. 

(2)  There  shall  be  an  interval  of  not  less  than  thirty  minutes 

between  any  two  entertainments  given  at  a place  of  public 
entertainment  to  which  the  public  are  admitted. 

(3)  During  the  interval  referred  to  in  the  last  preceding  para- 
graph. the  place  of  public  entertainment  shall  be  effectually 
and  thoroughly  disinfected.” 

Arrangements  were  also  made  for  ^he  exhibition  of  the  Local 
Government  Board’s  special  instructional  film  (“  Dr.  Wise  on 
Influenza  ”)  at  all  the  cinema  theatres  in  the  town. 
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Special  arrangements  Avere  made  with  the  Fuel  Controller  in 
cases  where  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  coal. 

Dried  milk  Avas  distributed  in  necessitous  cases  through  the 
Welfare  Centres,  to  mothers  and  children  Avho  were  unable  to 
obtain  a sufficient  supply  of  cows’  milk  in  the  usual  way. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  caused  286  of  the  1,899  deaths 
registered  during  1918,  150  deaths  being  due  to  Bronchitis,  and  136 
to  Pneumonia.  (For  age  distribution,  see  Appendix  If.). 

Cancer  and  Malignant  Disease. — Cancer  or  some  variety  of 

malignant  disease  was  held  responsible  for  129  deaths,  as  compared 
with  121  in  1917.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease  below  the 
age  of  25  years,  12  between  25  and  45,  60  betAveen  45  and  65,  and 
57  at  ages  65  and  upwards.  Litchurch  Ward,  with  15  deaths, 
shewed  the  highest  Ward  mortality.  In  Babington  Ward  there 
Avere  only  4 deaths  from  this  disease.  Part  of  the  body  affected  : 
Some  portion  of  the  Digestive  System  Avas  affected  in  65  of  the 
cases  (the  liver  being  affected  in  15  instances  and  the  stomach  in  15, 
whilst  other  parts  of  the  intestines  Avere  affected  in  20).  The  It c pro 
ductive  and  associated  organs  were  affected  in  40  of  the  cases,  the 
Avomb  being  affected  in  14  cases,  and  the  breast  in  15. 

Violence.— There  were  43  deaths  attributed  to  Violence  (including 
9 suicides),  as  compared  with  53  in  1 917.  Eight  of  the  deaths  from 
Violence  Avere  due  fo  burns  and  scalds,  and  7 due  to  drowning. 
Accidents  accounted  for  most  of  the  deaths  under  this  heading, 
seven  deaths  being  caused  by  various  railway  accidents.  All  the 
cases  of  self-inflicted  death  occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of  25.

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Other  Diseases.— A summary  of  the  deaths  from  Heart  Disease, 
Alcholism,  and  Cirrhosis  of  the  Liver,  etc.,  is  given  in  Appendix  II 
Of  the  103  deaths  due  to  Prematurity,  63  were  due  to  premature 
birth,  36  to  atrophy,  debility  and  marasmus,  and  4 to  congenita] 
defects. 

INQUESTS. 

I am  informed  by  the  Borough  Coroner  (Mr.  Close)  that  the 
number  of  Inquests  held  by  him  during  the  year  ended  December 
31st,  1918,  was  196,  being  made  up  of  125  held  on  males  and  71 
on  females.  There  were  no  unregistered  deaths  in  the  Borough. 

Mortuary.— P C.  Berrington  (Coroner’s  Officer)  informs  me  that 
the  number  of  dead  bodies  which  were  received  into  the  Mortuary 
during  1918  was  18,  and  that  sever  post  -mortem  examinations  were 
conducted  in  the  building  during  the  year. 


THE  NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
1918  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Notification  Acts  was  1,132,  as  compared  with  3,536  in  the  previous 
year.  1 n addition,  t here  were  325  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  88  cases  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  notified  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Regulations;  also  145  cases  of  Whooping  Cough, 
99  cases  of  Varicella,  and  33  cases  of  Mumps,  notified  by  school 
teachers. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  under  the  Notification  Acts  and 
Orders  of  the  Local  Government  Board  (i.e.,  excluding  the  volun- 
tary notification  of  Varicella,  etc.)  was  therefore  1.545.

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The  total  number  of  Diphtheria  cases  notified  during  1918  was 
306,  of  which  number  6 were  subsequently  withdrawn  as  not  being 
cases  of  this  disease.  Two-thirds  of  the  total  300  (viz.,  200)  were 
cases  discovered  by  bacteriological  examination,  many  of  these 
being  “ carriers  ” with  no  clinical  signs  of  the  disease. 

Diphtheria  was  therefore  less  prevalent  within  the  Borough 
during  1918  than  in  1917  ; the  number  of  cases  (300)  is  a decrease 
of  54  compared  with  the  number  notified  in  1917  (354),  and  the 
number  of  deaths  (14)  is  1 less  than  the  number  of  fatal  cases  in 

1917. 

Included  in  the  300  cases  are  (a)  100  cases  notified  by  medical 
men  in  the  town  on  clinical  symptoms  only  ; ( b ) 110  cases  notified 
on  the  results  of  bacteriological  examinations  of  throat  swabs  of 
suspicious  cases  of  throat  illness  and  of  cases  with  nasal  discharge  • 
and  (c)  90  cases  discovered  in  school  or  in  the  homes  of  the  people, 
chiefly  the  “close  contacts”  of  notified  cases.  The  number  of 
cases  discovered  by  bacteriological  examinations  is  a decrease  of 
27  from  the  number  in  1917.

Anne’s,  St.  Andrew’s,  and  St.  Mary’s  l each. 

Antitoxin  in  relation  to  Fatal  Cases. — Six  of  the  fatal  cases  were 
treated  at  the  Borough  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  one  died  in 
the  Children’s  Hospital,  and  seven  were  treated  at  home.  One  of 
these  cases  was  also  suffering  from  Whooping  Cough.  In  4 cases 
antitoxin  was  administered,  in  10  cases  there  was  no  record  of  its 
administration,  but  all  cases  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
receive  full  doses  on  admission. 
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Infected  Households. — The  300  cases  occurred  in  231  households, 
including  4 institutions.  In  32  households  there  were  2 cases  each, 
in  9 instances  3 cases  each,  in  2 instances  4 cases  each,  and  in  2 
houses  5 eases  each. 

Second  Attacks. — In  eight  instances  the  cases  had  suffered  from 
Diphtheria  previously. 

Previous  Cases  in  Household. — In  42  instances  previous  cases  of 

Diphtheria  had  occurred  within  periods  of  2 months  to  7 years, 
viz.  : Thirteen  at  a period  of  2 months  previously,  nine  at  3 months, 
two  6 months,  one  7 months,  one  10  months,  five  1 year,  seven  2 
years,  one  3 years,  one  4 years,  one  6 years,  and  one  7 years. 

Occupation. — 178  of  the  300  cases  were  school  children  (i.e., 
59%)  ; 43  were  either  children  below  school  age  or  children  not 

attending  school.  Among  the  remaining  79  cases  (65  females  and 
14  males)  there  was  no  special  indication  that  any  particular  occu- 
pation was  a factor  in  the  spread  of  the  disease.  Twenty -three  of 
the  adult  females  were  engaged  in  domestic  duties  and  4 in  the 
nursing  profession. 

Nuisances. — The  Visiting  Inspectors  reported  nuisances  in  5 
houses  : burst  water-pipe  2 cases,  dirty-house,  defective  drain,  and 
offensive  smell  from  street  drain,  1 case  each.  As  far  as  possible 
the  sanitary  defects  mentioned  above  were  remedied.

Milk  Supply. — In  no  case  could  the  attack  of  Diphtheria  be 
traced  to  the  milk  supply. 

Removals  to  Hospital. — In  1918  the  number  of  cases  of  Diph- 
theria removed  to  hospital  was  135. 
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Bacteriological  Examinations.— See  page  50. 

School  Notification.— 48  cases  of  sore  throat  were  notified  by  the 

school  teachers  during  1918;  each  of  these  was  visited  by  a Medical 
Member  of  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  a swabbing 
taken  of  the  throat  in  most  instances  ; 13  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
also  reported  by  the  School.  Authorities  in  1918. 

Antitoxin. — Antitoxin  was  supplied  gratuitously,  as  in  previous 
years,  to  the  medical  men  practising  in  Derby.  During  1918  the 
following  amounts  were  supplied  : —

Houses. — The  6 cases  of  Enteric  Fever  notified  as  occurring 

amongst?  Derby  residents  affected  0 separate  households,  including 
one  Institution,  and  he  (Military)  Barracks. 

Sanitary  Conveniences. — Of  the  6 infected  houses,  4 were  pro- 
vided with  w.c.’s,  and  two  with  tub  closets.  In  ] instance  sanitary 
defects  were  found. 

Causation. — With  t he  exception  of  the  case  of  the  nurse  in  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  who  had  been  nursing  a case  of  Enteric  Fever, 
the  source  of  infection  Avas  doubtful.  In  no  case  AAras  either  the 
water  supply  or  1 he  milk  to  he  suspected  as  conveying  the  infection. 

CONTINUED  FEVER. 

One  case  of  Continued  Fever  Avas  notified  during  the  year  ; a 
girl  aged  15,  Avho  had  suffered  from  Influenza  and  Pneumonia. 
This  ease  gave  a negative  Widal  reaction.  The  patient  recovered. 

DYSENTERY. 

Tavo  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  voluntarily  during  the 
year,  both  of  them  ex-soldiers.  One  patient,  aged  34,  had  attacks 
of  the  disease  in  Gallipoli  in  October,  1915.  The  other  patient, 
aged  22,  had  attacks  in  France  in  1917.  The  sanitary  conveniences 
of  the  houses  in  Avhich  they  lived  Avere  av.c.’s.  Both  patients  Avere 
practically  avcII  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Miscarriages.—' There  was  a history  of  miscarriage  in  eight 
instances,  in  5 cases  one  only,  in  one  case  two,  one  case  three,  and 
in  one  case  four  miscarriages  had  occurred  previously. 

Vaginal  Discharges. — There  was  a history  of  Vaginal  Discharge 
in  the  case  of  21  of  the  mothers,  but  in  six  of  these  it  was  stated  to 
be  of  a slight  nature.  The  evidence  was  doubtful  in  four  instances. 
In  one  case  there  was  a history  of  labial  abscess. 

Ophthalmia  in  Previous  Children. — A history  of  this  Avas  ob- 
tained in  ten  instances,  the  history  being  doubtful  in  one  case. 
In  one  case  the  three  previous  children  had  had  Ophthalmia  Neona- 
torum, and  in  another  case  the  two  preceding  children  had  suffered 
^ from  the  disease. 

Personal  and  Domestic  Cleanliness.— This  was  found  by  the 

Health  Visitors  to  be  as  follows  : —

Institutional,  &c.,  Treatment.— 29  of  the  babies  were  treated  at 
the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary  (4  in-patients,  25  out-patients), 
20  were  treated  at  the  Children’s  Hospital  as  out-patients  ; 2 were 
treated  at.  the  Nightingale  Nursing  Institution,  while  4 were  admitted 
to  isolation  wards  of  the  Borough  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  17 
babies  were  treated  at  home  by  private  practitioners.  No  treat" 
ment  by  medical  men  was  given  in  6 cases,  home  treatment  by 
boracic  lotion  being  used. 

Results. — Fifteen  (15)  of  the  babies  died  either  before  the  end  of 
1918  or  early  in  1919.  The  causes  of  death  were  respectively: 
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Diarrhoea  4,  Pneumonia  2,  Bronchitis  2,  Broncho  Pneumonia  J. 
Opht  halmia  Neonatorum  and  Marasmus  2,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
Perforation  1,  Marasmus  2,  Premature  Birth  1.  Enquiries  as  to 
the  results  in  the  other  cases  shew  in  56  cases  the  e}res  were  well, 
with  no  apparent  injury  resulting.  In  two  instances,  the  eyes  were 
reported  as  “weak,”  and  another  instance  there  was  recurrent 
conjunctivitis.  In  another  case,  a slight  corneal  opacity  resulted, 
while  in  another  baby  the  disease  caused  total  blindness.  No 
information  was  obtainable  regarding  two  cases,  as  these  had  left 
the  town. 


ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS. 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year  through  the  Death  Returns. 
As  the  result  of  an  inquest,  the  death  was  stated  to  have  been  caused 
by  Heart  Failure  due  to  Infantile  Paralysis.  The  patient  was  a 
girl,  aged  2J  years,  who  had  been  very  weakly  from  birth.  She  had 
suffered  from  Gastric  and  Intestinal  troubles,  and  was  stated  to 
have  been  very  ill  between  June  and  September  with  a high  tem- 
perature and  vomiting,  and  lay  quite  helpless  for  several  weeks, 
developing  a squint  at  times.  It  was  also  stated  that  the  hands  and 
feet  were  swollen. 

CEREBRO-SPINAL  FEVER. 

Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  but  two  of  these  were 
subsequently  withdrawn.  One  of  the  latter  died,  and  the  cause  of 
death  was  stated  to  be  Tuberculous  Meningitis.  The  true  case, 
a baby  of  four  months  old,  had  been  treated  for  Ophthalmia.  An 
inquest  was  held  on  this  case,  and  a Post-mortem  examination 
made.  The  cause  of  death  was  stated  to  be  “ Suffering  from 
Meningitis,  Pericarditis  and  Bronchial  Pneumonia.”  Bacterio- 
logical examination  of  the  brain  substance  shewed  the  presence  of 
Meningococci.  A contact  of  the  above  case  was  examined,  and  the 
throat  swab  gave  a positive  result.  This  quickly  cleared  away 
without  any  symptoms.

OTHER  FORMS  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Notification. — The  total  number  of  notifications  of  other  forms 
of  Tuberculosis  received  at  the  Health  Office  during  1918  was  99, 
of  which  11  were  re-notifications,  leaving  a net  total  of  new  cases 
during  1918  of  88.  This  number  is  an  increase  of  22  new  notifi- 
cations upon  those  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  198  cases 
under  treatment  at  the  end  of  1917,  making  a total  of  286  dealt 
with  during  1918. 
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The  number  of  notifications  received  of  other  forms  of  Tuber- 
culosis includes  14  Poor  Law  cases,  while  4 were  patients  of  Insti- 
tutions in  the  town. 

There  were  22  deaths  among  these  88  cases.  The  total  number 
of  deaths  registered  was  46,  some  of  which  had  not  been  notified, 
others  had  been  notified  before  1918.

HOSPITAL  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Although  the  total  number  of  cases  admitted  was  smaller  thanin 
1917.  an  increase  in  variety  of  the  infectious  cases  admitted  is  to 
be  recorded,  as  will  be  noted  in  Table  VI.  on  page  24. 

In  addition  to  the  extra  accommodation  required  for  patients  as 
mentioned  in  previous  reports,  more  accommodation  is  needed  for 
the  nursing  and  domestic  staffs,  in  view  of  present  day  requirements 
viz.,  shorter  hours  and  increased  holidays. 

On  29t-h  November,  1918,  a letter  was  received  from  the  Dean 
of  the  University  of  Birmingham,  stating  that  the  Derby  Borough 
Isolation  Hospital  had  been  recognised  as  an  Institution  for  in- 
struction in  infectious  diseases. 

The  management  of  the  Institution  has  again  been  carried  out 
with  great  ability  by  the  Matron  (Miss  Mitchell). 
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The  Nursing  Staff  numbers  (in  addition  to  the  Matron)  22 
(including  7 allocated  to  the  Sanatorium),  and  the  Domestic  Staff 
totals  15  (including  4 Sanatorium  maids).  Five  probationer 
niu-ses  left  at  the  end  of  the  year  on  completing  their  training,  and 
obtained  certificates  ; while  seven  nurses  were  successful  in  obtain- 
ing certificates  of  the  Fever  Nurses’  Association.  Two  nurses 
contracted  Diphtheria  during  the  year,  while  three  nurses  suffered 
from  the  following  Infectious  diseases  respectively Enteric  Fever. 
Scarlet  Fever  and  German  Measles.  In  addition,  Influenza  attacked 
12  of  the  nursing  staff,  and  9 of  the  domestic  st  aff.  It  is  unfort  unat  e 
to  have  to  record  the  deaths  of  two  of  the  nurses  from  this  cause  ; 
one  of  them  died  at  Bristol  where  she  contracted  the  disease.

Domiciliary  Treatment — During  the  year  1918,  14  cases  of 

Tuberculosis  were  recommended  by  the  Insurance  Committee  for 
domiciliary  treatment,  of  which  number  four  patients  were  also 
recommended  for  ancillary  treatment  (extra  nourishment  in  the 
form  of  milk  and  eggs).  One  patient  who  had  previously  been 
granted  domiciliary  treatment  was  also  granted  ancillary  treatment 
during  the  year. 

Shelters. — There  are  at  present  nine  shelters  owned  by  the 

Corporation  for  the  use  of  Tuberculous  patients,  all  of  which  were 
in  use  at  the  end  of  1918. 

After-Care  Committee. — This  Committee,  which  has  for  its  object 
the  care  of  all  tuberculous  persons  (insured  and  non-insured),  and 
especially  supervision  and  assistance  in  respect  of  post -sanatorium 
treatment,  was  established  in  1914.  Owing  to  war  conditions 
however,  its  work  was  suspended  until  late  in  1918.  The  Com- 
mittee is  composed  of  four  members  of  the  Council,  four  members 
of  the  Sanatorium  Sub-Committee  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
and  representatives  from  the  various  social  bodies  in  the  town.  A 
grant  of  £1 00  was  given  by  the  Corporation  towards  administrative 
expenses.  Several  cases  were  dealt  with  at  the  end  of  1918,  but 
none  of  these  required  financial  assistance.

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  supply  from  the  Derby 
Health  Office  of  Salvarsan,  Galyl,  Novarsenobillon,  &c.,  to  certain 
practitioners  in  the  town. 

It  was  reported  during  the  year  that  a herbalist  in  the  town  had 
treated  a patient  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease.  This  was  con- 
sidered by  the  Health  Committee,  who  instructed  the  Town  Clerk 
to  write  cautioning  the  herbalist. 


Tn  connection  with  propaganda  work  of  the  Association  for  the 
Prevention  of  these  Diseases,  a conference  was  held  at  the  Guildhall, 
Derby,  on  Tuesday,  October  8th.  The  speakers  on  this  occasion 
were  Mrs.  Gotto,  O.B.E.,  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  National 
Council  for  Combating  Venereal  Dieases,  and  Mr.  E.  B.  Turner, 
F.R.C.S.,  Member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  same  National 
Council.  His  Worship  the  Mayor  (Councillor  E.  J.  Hulse)  kindly 
took  the  chair,  and  there  was  a representative  attendance.

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INSPECTION  OF  OUT-WORKERS  OR  HOME-WORKERS. 

Pursuant  to  Section  107  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  92  lists  of 
out -workers  have  been  received  from  the  various  firms  in  Derby. 
Of  the  out -workers,  189  were  engaged  in  net -mending,  163  in  alter- 
ing, making  or  finishing  wearing  apparel,  81  making  curtain  rings 
and  ball  fringing.  3 making  cardboard  boxes,  1 1 making  stuffed  toys 
and  11  making  surgical  bandages.  Twelve  lists  have  been  received 
from  other  Councils,  of  out-workers  employed  by  firms  in  their 
district,  who  reside  in  Derby,  and  22  lists  have  been  forwarded  to 
Councils  in  whose  districts  out-workers  employed  by  Derby  firms 
reside.  During  1918,  6 verbal  notices  and  13  official  notices  were 
served  with  regard  to  unwholesome  premises.  Seven  letters  were 
sent  cautioning  firms  for  failure  to  send  in  lists  on  the  specified  date. 

MIDWIVES  ACT,  1902. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Midwives  Act,  53 
women,  who  were  registered  as  midwives,  gave  notice  of  their  in- 
tention to  practice  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Borough.  Twelve 
of  these  were  women  who  were  admitted  to  the  roll  on  account 
of  their  having  been  in  bona-fide  practice  for  twelve  months  prior 
to  July  31st,  1902.  The  remainder  (41)  include  12  connected  with 
the  Royal  Nursing  Institution  and  9 members  of  the  Sanitary  staff  ; 
the  rest  (20)  being  t he  certificated  women  practising  privately.  One 
of  the  “ bona-fide  ” midwives  retired  during  the  year,  and  her 
name  was  removed  from  the  roll  at  her  own  request. 

One  hundred  and  two  visits  were  paid  to  midwives  practising 
outside  public  institutions. 


During  the  year,  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Central 
Midwives  Board,  318  reports  were  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  stating  that  a midwife  had  to  send  for  medical  aid.  In 
197  instances  help  was  sought  on  behalf  of  the  condition  of  the 
mother,  and  in  121  cases  for  the  baby.  Malpresentation  (46  cases), 
prolonged  labour  (34  cases),  ruptured  perineum  (23  cases),  and 
haemorrhage,  ante-partum  or  post-partum  (18  cases)  were  the  chief 
reasons  for  sending  for  a doctor  on  the  mother’s  behalf.  Premature 


/ 
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birth  and  feebleness  (38  cases),  Ophthalmia  (34  cases),  and  mal- 
formations (16  cases)  were  the  principal  causes  in  the  case  of  the 
infant. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-three  interviews  with  midwives  were 
held  at  the  Health  Office  for  various  reasons,  including  infringe- 
ments of  the  rules. 

Stillbirths. — The  number  reported  to  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  was  81,  viz  : 13  by  medical  practitioners  and  68  by 

midwives.  According  to  the  returns  of  the  Dei'  by  Cemeteries  there 
were  101  burials  of  still-born  children  during  the  year. 

Maternity  Fees. — During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  by 
the  Health  Committee  for  the  payment  of  Maternity  fees  for 
necessitous  women  requiring  institutional  treatment.

The  Central  Welcome,  held  on  Tuesdays,  has  been  housed  in  three 
different  buildings  during  the  year. 

(a)  Beginning  of  year  to  Feb.  19th,  Messrs.  Ley’s  Mess  Room, 

Colombo  Street. 

( b ) Feb.  26th  to  October  15th,  Corden  Street  Mission  Room. 
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(r)  October  22nd  to  end  of  year,  Rose  Hill  Congregational  School- 
room. 

Expectant  mothers  were  again  encouraged  to  attend  all  the 
Welcomes.  Twenty-seven  women  made  115  attendances  previous 
to  the  establishment  of  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

In  September,  1918,  these  Welcomes  were  inspected  by  Dr. 
S.  S.  Friel,  Lady  Medical  Inspector  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

B.— NON-MUNICIPAL  WELFARE  CENTRES  (2). 

(I.)— The  Hostel,  Full  Street.— This  Institution,  whose 
activities  included  the  provision  of  dinners  for  nursing  and  ex- 
pectant mothers,  a nursery  school,  and  a creche,  together  with  infant 
consultations  and  addresses  to  mothers,  concluded  its  work  during 
the  year.  Arrangements  were  made  by  the  Corporation  to  continue 
the  work  of  the  creche.  The  building,  56,  St.  Helen  Street,  formerly 
used  as  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  was,  after  alterations,  adapted 
for  this  purpose,  but  no  children  were  admitted  during  the  year 
under  review. 

(II.) — Welcome  at  the  Royal  Nursing  Institution,  London 
Road. — This  Welcome  commenced  late  in  1917  under  the  super- 
vision of  Miss  Pugh,  Lady  Superintendent  at  the  Institution,  and 
greatly  extended  its  work  during  1918. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

This  Clinic  is  held  on  Friday  mornings,  at  the  Health  Offices, 
and  commenced  on  July  26th,  1918.  During  the  year  twenty-four 
women  made  59  attendances. 

THE  UNMARRIED  MOTHER  AND  CHILD. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  steps  were  taken  during  the  year 
for  dealing  with  the  above.  An  influential  Committee  was  formed, 
and  a house  taken  in  March,  1918,  to  act  as  Maternity  Home,  as 
well  as  Home  for  the  Infants.  The  movement  was  initiated  largely 
through  the  energies  and  fore:  ight  of  Miss  Longdon,  who  acted  as 
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Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  Dr.  Cassidi.  When  it  became 
necessary  in  August,  1918,  to  leave  the  house  first  taken  for  the 
purposes  mentioned  above,  Miss  Longdon,  with  great  generosity 
and  self-denial,  gave  up  the  greater  part  of  her  own  house  free  of 
rent,  rates,  lighting,  etc.,  to  the  Committee.  The  latter  establish- 
ment, known  as  Knighton  Home,  has  20  beds  for  these  maternity 
cases,  and  26  cots.  Much  help  was  given  in  the  working  of  the 
Institution  bv  Mrs.  Doudney  and  members  of  the  Staff  of  the 
Nightingale  (Maternity)  Home,  Derby. 

Baby  Incubators. — The  Health  Department  keeps  in  stock  three 
“ Huddersfield  ” baby  incubators,  which  have  been  of  great  service 
in  certain  cases  of  premature  birth.  These  incubators  can  easily 
be  employed  in  an  ordinary  house.  One  of  the  Corporation  Health 
Visitors  is  usually  in  regular  attendance  to  supervise  treatment. 
Six  infants  were  placed  in  these  incubators  during  the  year. 

The  Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1918. — Under  the 
provisions  of  the  above  Order,  the  Health  Committee  made  arrange- 
ments for  the  supply  of  milk  to  children  and  to  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers.  In  necessitous  cases  the  milk  was  given  free  of 
cost  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  Welfare 
Centres  : in  other  cases  it  was  sold  at  cost  price.  The  following

MEAT  INSPECTION 


One  hundred  and  twenty  carcases  of  beef  were  condemned  for 
the  following  reasons  : — 53  tuberculosis,  10  black  quarter,  19 
septicaemia  and  difficult  parturition,  1 actinomycosis,  15  dropsy. 
8 injuries.  Other  causes  14. 

There  have  also  "been  destroyed  43  carcases  of  veal  and  23  bodies 
of  mutton. 
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The  number  of  tuberculous  cattle  was  1 14,  a decrease  of  59  on  the 
previous  year  : 102  were  cows.  7 heifers,  and  5 bullocks.

In  addition  to  the  above  39  pigs  were  found  to  be  tuberculous. 
In  five  cases  the  whole  carcase  was  condemned,  and  in  the  remainder 
the  head  and  neck  and  diseased  offal  were  condemned. 

Slaughter  of  Casualty  Cattle. — On  the  23rd  February,  1918,  the 
Ministry  of  Food  decided  that  all  cattle  which,  either  as  a result 
of  accident  or  other  cause,  needed  immediate  slaughter,  must  be 
dealt  with  at  a particular  centre  in  each  area.  The  Derby  Butchers’ 
Association  were  appointed  to  deal  with  these  cattle,  which  were 
later  dealt  with  by  the  Live  Stock  Commissioner’s  Department. 

To  do  this  it  was  necessary  to  relax  the  local  Bye-law  No.  8, 
which  states  that  “ no  diseased  or  unsound  cattle  shall  be  slaugh- 
tered in  any  licensed  Slaughter-house.” 

As  a result  of  this  decision,  the  Meat  Inspector  (Mr.  F.  Hanson), 
was  called  on  to  deal  with  casualties  occurring  within  a radius  of 
not  less  than  17  miles.  The  magnitude  of  the  work  may  be  gauged 
by  the  fact  that  it  was  necessary  to  condemn  81  carcases  of  beef, 
23  sheep,  and  43  calves.  The  greater  portion  of  these  cattle  were  in 
very  poor  condition,  and  would  not,  under  ordinary  circumstances, 
have  been  brought  to  a public  slaughter-house. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Meat. — In  consequence  of  dealing  with 
such  a large  number  of  casualty  cattle  it  was  decided  to  salvage 
as  far  as  possible  all  condemned  meat.  In  April,  1918,  arrange- 
ments were  made  with  Messrs.  Bitter  lings  Ltd.,  of  Nottingham, 
for  the  treatment  (after  sterilisation)  of  carcases  for  the  recovery, 
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for  commercial  purposes,  of  the  fats,  bones  and  meat.  The  quantity 
of  condemned  meat  so  dealt  with  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  was 
approximately  14  tons.

One  cowshed  has  been  demolished. 

An  exceptionally  high  percentage  of  purveyors  have  been  removed 
from  the  register  as  compared  with  the  number  added.  This  has 
been  caused  by  the  inability  of  many  small  purveyors  to  obtain 
supplies  owing  to  the  shortage  of  milk. 

One  cowkeeper  and  purveyor  was  prosecuted  under  the  Dairies, 
Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders  of  1885  and  1886,  for  occupying  an 
insanitary  cowshed,  and  was  fined  £2  and  costs  for  each  of  two 
offences. 

“ Clean  Milk  ” Campaign.— With  the  aim  of  improving  the 
condition  of  milk  supplied  in  the  town,  opportunity  was  taken  for 
the  distribution,  to  all  engaged  in  milk  production  and  retailing,  of 
literature  dealing  with  the  practical  side  of  the  question.  The 
circulars  of  the  National  Health  Society  were  used,  supplemented 
by  a special  sheet  of  instructions  drawn  up  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 


ICE  CREAM  DEALERS. 

The  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream  was  prohibited  during  1918  by  a 
Regulation  of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  by  Orders  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food.  A substitute  was  sold  by  one  or  two  of  the  larger 
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dealers,  but  it  did  not  meet  with  much  favour  from  the  public 
and  was  soon  withdrawn.  Samples  were  taken  for  analysis  by  the 
Local  Food  Control  Department.

THE  HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

Owing  to  the  extreme  shortage  of  houses,  staff,  labour,  and 
materials,  and  other  matters,  very  little  progress  was  made  in  the 
housing  question. 

Two  houses  were  inspected  with  a view  to  taking  action  under 
the  Housing  Acts,  but  as  the  property  was  sold  about  the  same  time, 
it  was  decided  to  give  the  new  owner  a chance  to  carry  out  some 
contemplated  improvements,  which,  when  completed,  would  render 
any  further  action  unnecessary. 

Another  house  was  inspected  owing  to  the  neglect  of  the  owner 
to  keep  it  in  a proper  state  of  repair.  This  was  reported  to  the 
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Health  Committee  who  instructed  the  Town  Clerk  to  serve  a notice 
under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 

New  Houses. — Owing  to  the  war,  building  operations  in  Derby 
practically  ceased,  with  a result  that  no  new  houses  were  erected 
during  the  year. 

Housing  Lectures.— The  department  was  indebted  to  the  Chad- 
wick Trustees,  especially  to  the  Chairman  (Sir  William  J.  Collins) 
Avho  was  at  that  time  one  of  the  Members  of  Parliament  for  the 
Borough  of  Derby,  for  five  lectures  on  Housing,  in  the  Guildhall, 
on  October  7th,  14th,  2 1st, 28th,  and  November  4th.  These  lectures 
were  delivered  by  Professor  Adshead,  M.A.,  F.R.I.B.A.  The  titles 
of  the  lectures  were  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  Agricultural  Village  of  the  past. 

2.  Transport  a Factor  in  Rural  Housing. 

3.  The  Agricultural  Village  of  the  future. 

4 The  Industrial  Village. 

5.  Town  Planning,  and  Suburban  Development.

In  connection  with  this  house,  the 
keeper  was  several  times  cautioned  with  respect  to  infringements 
of  the  Byelaws,  and  also  as  to  the  dirty  and  neglected  condition  of 
the  house  generally,  but  without  avail.  The  matter  was  reported 
to  the  Health  Committee,  but  no  steps  were  taken,  as,  the  period 
of  registration  being  nearly  expired,  it  was  decided  to  refuse  further 
registration. 

The  nightly  inspections  resulted  in  discovering  one  case  of  over- 
crowding. This  was  reported  to  the  Committee,  who  decided  that 
a caution  would  meet  the  case.

A circular  letter  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated  January 
5th,  1917.  with  reference  to  “Increase  of  Food  Supply  (Pig-Keep- 
ing) ” followed  by  “ Regulation  contained  in  the  order  of  the 
Council  ” of  January  10th,  1917,  gave  the  Local  Authority  power 
t.o  grant  permission  to  keep  pigs  contrary  to  the  Bye-laws  in  certain 
circumstances.  During  1918,  35  applications  were  received  and 
permission  granted  to  14  applicants  to  keep  pigs  within  the  distance 
from  dwellings  prescribed  by  the  local  bye-laws,  but  only  11  a vailed 
themselves  of  this  consent.  The  reason  for  the  refusal  of  the  17 
applications  were  (a)  unsuitability  of  premises,  (b)  close  proximity 
to  dwelling-houses,  milkshops,  or  food-preparing  premises,  and  (c) 
great  probability  of  nuisance  arising. 

Ten  applications  Avere  received  for  an  extension  of  the  period  of 
one  year  granted  in  respect  of  successful  applications  received 
during  1917.  Permission  was  granted  in  each  case.  One  keeper 
did  not  desire  further  extension,  as  he  had  ceased  to  keep  pigs.
